Today hundreds cf the pro­ 
ducts of this feeling are unable 
to find places. The professions

ing many of the public office 
sinecures 
Yet the number of university 
« students increases steadUv. Reg­ 
istration this year totals 3605.

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VALUE OF PUBLICITY. 
Publicity is one of the most effective methods 
used by agricultural agencies in “selling” new 
ideas on farm ing and homemaking, according to 
M. C. Wilson of the United States D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. 
Mr. Wilson recently completed a study of the 
relative effectiveness of the numerous methods 
employ ed by the ex tension forces of the depait- 
m ent and the State agricultural college in intro­ 
ducing new and better practices in farm ing and 
home economics. 
Methods classified as publicity , he found, were 
the cause of the adoption of 30 per cent of the 
27,022 improved practices introduced on 8,736 
farm s in 12 states. 
The rem ainder of these prac­ 
tices were adopted as a result of personal service 
methods, object lesson methods and indirect in­ 
fluence, these three groups being about equally 
influential. 
In the publicity group, which includes such 
mediums as news stories, bulletins, ciicular let­ 
ters, posters, ex hibits, general meetings, and 
radio, the printed or w ritten word pioved stiik- 
ingly effective. 
News stories, bulletins, and cii­ 
cular letters caused the adoption of 18.32 pei cent 
of all practices involved in the study , the news 
story alone being credited with 10 per cent of the 
changes. 
General meetings were credited with 
causing 13.9 per cent of the changes; radio 1.53 
per cent; ex hibits .61 per cent; and posters .04 
per cent. 
Inform ation of this kind is especially interest­ 
ing. 
because it 
reveals 
from a 
governm ental 
agency th at bill boards or poster advertising and 
publicity is the weakest kind. 
Even radio does 
not rank very high. 


OCEAN AIR LINES. 
T ransatlantic dirigible service on a commercial 
basis seems assured for the near future. 
The 
G raf Zeppelin and a sister ship, which is to be 
built in Germany , together with two other dir­ 
igibles, which will be built in this country , will 
inaugurate such a service w ithin two y ears, ac­ 
cording to announcem ents recently issued, regu­ 
lar schedules will be adopted and passenger fares 
will run about twice the size of steam ship fares. 


Probably it would be very foolish to predict th at 
the airship will ever take the carry ing of bulk 
freight out of the hands of the surface ships. 
But it is not at all improbable th at the dirigible 
will give the m anager^ of the fast passengei lin­ 
ers something to worry about. 
The dream of 
many y ears seems on the verge of being 
made 
into a reality .

President William Green of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor is not an alarm ist.

We 
need to be jarred into recognition of the serious­ 
ness of the unemploy ment situation. 
We have 
been too fond of contenting ourselves with

lem to solve itself.
